1 . COSPONSORS OF THE NONALIGED RESOLUTION (A/32/L. 15, REV. 1) 

MET WITH GROUP OF WESTERN DELS - AUSTRALIA, NETHERLANDS, 

NORWAY, UK AND US -NOV 30 IN EFFORT TO DEVELOP ACCEPTABLE TEXT. 
COSPONSORS INTEND TO BRING THE RESOLUTION TO A VOTE IN 
PLENARY ON DECEMBER 8 BUT HOPE TO COMPLETE CONSULTATIONS ON 
IT THIS WEEK. 

2. DISCUSSION FOCUSSED PRIMARILY ON OPERATIVE PARA 1. 

COSPONSORS SAID THEY WRE PREPARED TO INSERT A NEW SUB PARA 
(D) ON SAFEGUARDS RATHER THAN ADD REFERENCE TO 
SAFEGUARDS IN SUB-PARAS (B) AND (C). COSPONSORS PROPOSED 
FOLLOWING TEXT FOR 1(D): 

'INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION IN THIS FIELD SHOULD BE 
UNDER AGREED AND APPROPRIATE INTERNATIONAL SAFEGUARDS 
APPLIED THROUGH THE IAEA ON A NON DISCRIMINATORY BASIS 
IN ORDER TO EFFECTIVELY PREVENT PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR 
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WEAPONS WITHOUT JEOPARDIZING NATIONAL NUCLEAR PROGRAMMES 
AND ACCESS TO NUCLEAR ENERGY SUPPLIES FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 

development;' 

3. IN ENSUING DISCUSSION AUSTRALIA CONTINUED TO 
EXPRESS DOUBTS AS TO WHETHER PROPOSED 1(D) LANGUAGE WAS
